Troops Patrol Mines 


Military Ordered 
To Protect Workers 


— (UP) — The U. S. Army 


ordered troops into the Kentucky coal fields Sunday night 
as President Truman and UMW Boss John L. Lewis broke 
off a tense White House conference without a word to the 
nation on whether the coal miners will defy the Government 
and resume their strike Monday. 


Coal Administrator, who has been 
in direct charge of the soft-coal 
mines since they came under Gov- 
‘ernment seizure last Wednesday. 
Moreell was one of Sunday night's 
White House conferees. 

There was no hint from the 
Army or Moreell whether violence 
'was expected at the Pond River 
Colliery, but Bryah’s orders were 
that the troops were to be on 
guard before the Monday mine 
shift was scheduled to resume 
work early in the morning. 


LEWIS IS GRUFF 

Lewis brushed off reporters at 
the White House with a gruff “no 
comment” to the barrage of ques- 
tions they flung at him. 

And President Truman’s official 
spokesman would say only that 
the conferences with the mine 
chieftain would resume Monday at 
10 A. M. at the Interior Depart- 
ment.

House conference, which lasted 
less than a half-hour. But neither 
would add any comment, nor

There was no confirmation of 
persistent reports that Mr, Tru- 
man intended to confront Lewis 
with the same “work or be out- 
lawed” ultimatum that broke the 
rail strike within 18 hours yes- 
terday. 

Technically, the mine strike be- 
gan at midnight Sunday night 
with the expiration of a two-week 
truce ordered by Lewis before the 
mines were seized. But the 
mines normally are closed on Sun- 
days and the showdown will not 
come until the “deadline arrives 
for the Monday day crews to start 
work, about 7 a. m. 

But the sudden decision to move 
troops into Kentucky, a tradition- 
ally bitter center of mine fac 
tionalism, was a grim indication 
of what was expected. 

POLL INDICATES STRIKE 

A poll of the Nation’s soft coal 
fields suggested strongly that most 
of the miners would strike against 
the Government if they had no 
contract or no back-to-work orders 
from Lewis by morning.

ANGKOK, May 26—(UP)— 
Eight hundred French troops sup- 
ported by planes and artillery 
have invaded Siam from Ihdo- 
China across the Mekhon: River 
five miles southeast of Vientiane 
and are engaged in heavy fighting 
with combined Siamese police and 
Civilian forces, it was reported 
Sunday.

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Export Sugar 
Gains in Cuba 


WASHINGTON, May 26—(4)— 
The Agriculture Department has 
reported that Cuba is expected to 
have about 4,200,000 tons of sugar 
for export from this year’s crop, 
as compared with 3,470,000 from 
last year’s drought-damaged crop. 

The United States is negotiating 
for the purchase of the Cuban 
export supply. But the prospec- 
tive increase is not expected to 
affect American civilian supplies 
materially, because the sugar is 
being shared with other countries. 

Reporting on developments in 
agriculture in other parts of the 
world, the Department. said 1946 
Argentine beef exports—the bulk 
of which go to Europe—will bare- 
ly equal the 1945 level. Inade- 
quate rains in the principal graz- 
ing areas were said to have de- 
pleted feed reserves. 

Argentina had hoped to increase 
its exports by at least 20 percent. 

Surveys indicate the 1945-46 
world cotton production totaled 
only 21,650,000 bales—the small- 
est since 1923-24—and that world 
production of rice totaled 6,200.- 
000 bushels, compared with a pre- 
war average of 7,400,000.

What the nation now expects, and 
must have, from Congress is common 
sense and statesmanship in its approach 
to, and drafting of, long-range labor legis- 
lation. 

The various Byrd measures, the Case 
Bill, and other proposals offered contain 
at least an element of punitiveness and 
are, at best, patchwork stuff. 

We have had too much already of 
patching and repairing and substituting. 

What we need, and must have if we 
are not to break down or radically change 
our system of government, is machinery 
for settling disputes. We must be able to 
determine: (1) How, statistically and fac- 
tually, to determine when a strike in a 
key industry is affecting adversely the 
national welfare; and (2) how then to 


call off such a strike, return the men to 
work, and settle it fairly by collective 
bargaining or arbitration, 

The President’s suggestions provided at 
least a basis for such legislation. 

Meanwhile, it remains a source of dis- 
appointment that neither management nor 
labor’s leaders, notably those of the AFL 
and the CIO, have come forward with 
suggestions to do just this. Obviously, 
both must admit the national economy 
cannot be halted by disputes. There must 
be something other than annual contend- 
ers for wage increases. Both must con- 
tribute something concrete to the solution 
other than mere opposition, silent or 
active.

Some Questions 
We Must Answer 


Railroad men are back at work. 

Many of them feel they have heen unjustly 
treated. Some feel the President was too harsh.

The public was, and is, confused. Some of what was demanded 
seemed downright trivial—the railroads to pay for pressed pants--. 
for repairing watches. The involved rules for operating, bonuses, 
extra pay for extra miles—all this made it imperative the men 
tel] their story. This they never did. No amount of honest effort 
to be informed brought forth the story. 

Patient reporters have yet to get an answer to this question: 


“Why do the men and their jeaders feel they must remain 
on strike when the Government takes over and announces it does 
so in an effort to protect the national welfare?” 

Brotherhood officials refused to answer. The rank and file 
does not know the reasons. 


There doesn't seem to be any answer to it. And 
No Answer therein lies the great weakness of all such positions. 
It is true in affairs of nations, regions, political parties and unions 
—you have no strong position when the moral weight is on the 
other side. 

Here was a nation about to be reduced to impotence. 

The Government of that nation had taken charge. 

Refusal fhen to work became coercion of the Government. 
Such refusal to work cannot be sustained, because the moral 
weight of the nation is against it. 

Reporters were instructed to present such questions time and 
time again. 

Fach time they went unanswered. 

It was obvious to reporters at every city where strikers were 
interviewed that many of the men were uncomfortable and wanted 
to work. Yet they were afraid to do so. That there should be 
fear, of course, is easily understood. But that there should be 
fear of violence against any man who chose to work for his 
country is not a pleasant fact to contemplate. 


All these men are good Americans, as are the 
coal miners. They have families, send children 
to school, pay taxes, and are a part of our country, They are as 
good Americans as any of us. 

Yet their leadership is willing (and they will follow that lead- 
ership) to defy their own Government, putting loyalty to their work 
Organization above their country. 

That is what worries the thoughtful observer. 

In Denver, some of the engineers déclared it would be Fascism 
if the President took over the railroads, and a violation of consti- 
tional rights. 

In San Francisco, a union official said President Truman had 
betrayed labor and the American public. 

Here again the unexplained paradox of the situation is unan- 
swered. 

It cannot be Fascism to save the nation from hunger and from 
economic chaos. Nor is it a violation of any Constitutional right 
to protect the national welfare. 

It was no longer a controversy or dispute between labor and 
management. It had become a national emergency. The great 
weight of opinion was against the men on strike. 

They will be most unwise in weighing this decision if, in their 
feeling of hurt and anger, they believe this to have been a Presi 
dential action and not a response to public demand. 


° What is the answer? What do these good Americans 
Question think about it? What is their explanation? What is 
their reason that justifies their striking against their own Govern- 
ment which surely does not want to penalize or harm their cause? 

Do they honestly feel their own welfare of greater importance 
than the general welfare of all the people in our country? Work- 
ing for their Government did not end their dispute with man- 
agement. 

These are questions that must be answered—and have not 
been answered. These are questions the average American wants 
answered. 

Reporters who sought them from railroad union officials were 
answered. 

They are answers that would help if given even now. 
Obviously there must be legislation which makes it 
to end a strike which affects national welfare. 

Obviously it must be done. without restricting 
labor to strike. 

But any strike affecting key industries dealing with the 
national welfare must be ended when it begins to affect that 
national welfare. 

Can it be there are those who disagree with such a premise; 
who insist that the welfare of the people of 48 States is not a 
concern of the Government and that the Government must -not 
act and be supported in any such emergency? 

All these questions plague and puzzle one who honestly seeks 
an answer, 

They must be answered if we are to solve the problem.

Changing Character 
Of Cities Under Way? 


H. G. Wells once predicted that, with the con- 
stant improvement of personal transportation, all 
cities would undergo a gradual thinning of popu- 

lation. More and more citizens would establish their homes in the 
rural areas, living ever further from the cities where they worked 
or conducted business, until the day would eventually come when 
cities as we know them would disappear and the population would 
be, instead, thinly, though evenly, spread over the whole land. 

Wells’ prophecy may not ever come true, in entirety, in this 
country. It might in the small, thickly populated England. Our dis- 
tances, however, are too great, until the day arrives when every 
man keeps his own private plane in his own hangar on his home 
lot. That day is a long way off. 

Nevertheless, there is a distinct trend, even today, for the moving 
ot industry away from the big cities to the smaller places. Witness 
the plants to be located at Chamblee. Witness, during the war, the 
building of the Bell Bomber plant, not in Atlanta, but close to 
smaller Marietta. 

Emphasizing this trend is an article by Roger William Riis, which 
appeared in full in Forbes Magazine, condensed in the Reader's 
Digest for June. It is the condensed version I read. 

Mr. Riis says big industry, of its own volition, is more and more 
moving to the small towns. He explains, succinctly, “from the com- 
pany’s point of view a lot of personal problems fade away when one 
is dealing not with an incomprehensible something called ‘labor,’ 
but with one’s own neighbors.” 


He points out that living costs are lower 
in the smaller towns, that it is more natu- 
ral for members of the same family to work in the same plant, that 
family budgets, hence, are not strained. Such savings, he says, are 
reflected in a high degree of home ownership by the workers and 
a high standard of education. 

All of which is doubtless true. I for one, however, would like 
to know for sure that these natural benefits are enjoyed by the 
workers, and are not used by the employers simply as a means to 
secure labor at lower costs. 

It has irritated me, ever since I came to live in the South—36 
years ago—to hear tycoons argue that labor costs are lower in the 
South because the mild climate makes living costs lower. I always 
want to retort that, in my opinion, God gave the South a mild, 


However, all that doesn't affect the logic of Mr. Riis’ argument. 
Or facts. 

He takes, as example, one of the largest producers of radio tubes 
and electric light bulbs, the Sylvania Electric Products Company. 
This Company does not believe in big factories. It employs 20,000 
people, but they live and work in 20 comparatively small towns. 
Its founders say there is inestimable advantage in employes whose 
jobs are “within spitting distance of their. fishing.” 


Comparing these small-town manufacturing units 
No Slums with old-style big factories, Mr. Riis says the average 
big centralized plant is “a fortress of grim impersonal power rising 
from dispiriting slums of its own making.” 

On the other hand, he points to the Danvers (Mass.) plant of 
the Sylvania Company, “a clean, well-lit building set back among 
lawns, where girls and men play croquet at the noon hour in Sum- 
mer, or relax under gay beach umbrellas.” 

He tells how 70 percent of the employes of that plant are high 


high school graduates constitute 90 percent of the workers. 

Sylvania, he says, is heading what is likely to become a parade 
of big industry away from the big cities to the small towns. He 
cites expansion plans of Ford Motor Company and General Motors, 
and quotes General Electric as saying the most efficient lamp plant 
is one of 300 to 500 people. G. E., he adds, hopes, through small. 
town units, “to bring top management closer to the employe.” 

Well, if Mr. Riis wants to tour Georgia industry, he will! find 
his prediction already fact in many small towns, with an industrial 
plant or two, in this State. ?

Truman OPA Stand 
Supported by People 


WASHINGTON—President Truman has re 
acted to Congressional attacks on continuation of 
government price controls as most observers ex- 


pected he would. 

He has served notice on the Senate that the OPA Extension 
Bill recently passed by the lower House is entirely unsatisfactory 
to him in its present form. 

Unless the measure is revised in a manner acceptable to him 
and government economists, Mr. Truman has left little doubt as 
to what he intends to do. He will veto the bill and thus throw 
back into the laps of Congress the responsibility for any run-away 
inflation that results from the elimination of price controls. 

That is the clearly defined substance of the special message 
the President has just sent to Senator Wagner, of New York, Chair» 
man of the Senate Banking Committee, which has the OPA Exten 
sion Bill in charge. 

It was a bold and courageous message. In it there was noth- 
ing to placate those organized forces, like the National Association 
of Manufacturers, which are seeking to scuttle OPA in the interest 


of greater profits. 

: : The President demanded that he be 
Continued Authority given continued authority .to admin- 
ister effective price controls until the national economy passes the 
danger of inflation. For Congress to do anything less would be 
unthinkable, he declared. 

It will be interesting to see what happens to the OPA bill in 
the light of the White House warning The House emasculated 
it severely when it was originally considered there. A combina- 
tion of Republicans and conservative Southern Democrats tore it 
to shreds, leaving only a shadow of price control. 

The resulting protest that came up from the country was such 
that it was generally felt at the time that the Senate would restore 
the teeth to the bill. Some Senators received as many as 
five thousand letters on a single mail delivery. 

Later the organized lobby of the forces out to defeat OPA 
came into play and the outlcok began to appear doubtful. It 
was this situation that prompted the President to intervene with 
his pointed warnings. 

Mr. Truman, it would seem, is on safe ground in threatening a 
veto if the bill as finally passed fails to meet the specifications 
of administration economists. 


Congress can hardly afford to accept 
Congress Challenged the challenge of that threat. If it 
should do so, the country would be left without any price controls 
after June 30 next, when the present law expires. 

What would follow in a situation of that kind is not hard to 
visualize. Prices would seek their own level in a free market, 
Many items in which there are shortages would soar to a point 
out of keeping with their real value. The profiteers and those 
with something to sell would have a field-day for a time. 

Chances are that the whole cycle of labor disputes would start 
all over again. Labor would demand further increases in wages 
to meet the rising living costs. : 

Caught in between would be the great mass of people who live 
on more or less fixed incomes. 

If an inflationary upheaval of this kind should be allowed to 
come through the failure of Congress to pass an adequate OPA 
Extension Bill, there can be little doubt of what the political reaction 


of the country would be. 

Every member of Congress who 
Marked For Slaughter voted to kill or cripple government 
price controls would be marked for slaughter at the polls this 
November. The people would be certain to rise in revolt, 

Congress cannot be so blind that it does not realize all of this. 
Hence the blackjack that Mr. Truman holds over congressional 
heads when he threatens a veto of a vital piece of legislation like 
that relating to OPA. 

Congress, it would appear, will dare not oppose. This should be 
one time when a Presidential recommendation is honored to the 
fullest. 

Because there can be no doubt as to where the rank and file 
of the people stand. All of the polls show that continuation of 
price controls is favored by at least 80 percent of the people. It 
would not make sense otherwise.

You drive through the vast, flat cotton lands of the Delta 
and in this field you see the hoe hands strung out across the field 
in squads, working in a siow, deceptive rhythm, exactly as they 
have worked since their ancestors came to these fields as siaves 
a hundred years ago. They wear the same clothes, eat the same 
foods, sleep in the same small, unpainted cabins, fish the same 
rivers on rainy days, and do the same work in the same old way as 
they have always done. 

Right now, there are not enough of them to do the work, 
The grass is ahead of them. The grass is as high as the cotton 
and every day of rain gives it a greater advantage over the cotton. 
They are working, slowly, but the grass is gaining. They are 
too few. The best of them have gone. The strongest and most 
intelligent and most capable have gone to the cities to work in 
hetter jobs, for better wages than they can earn in the cotton 
fields. These that are ieft are the residue, the old folks and the 
children, the weak and fearful, and the dull. 


The End Is Near Their labor is at a premium now, and 


to them it may seem that there. will 
always be work for them to do, always cotton to hoe and cotton 
to pick. But they are seeing the last of those days. They are 
living them out to the end. ‘This year, and the next, and maybe 
one more after that they will work as they always did. Then 
there will be no more work for them to do. In this land, where 
for a hundred years they nave been as much a part of the cotton 
economy as the seed and the soil itself, as basic a factor in the 
raising of cotton as the sun and the rain, there will be no place 
for them, no way for them to earn their bread on the land. 

In this town of Clarksdale, close to the Delta's heart, you can 
see the machines in the making that almost overnight will uproot 
them, that will change their life more profoundly than the gift of 
their freedom changed it. They are making the mechanical cotton 
picker here, the machine that trundles through the fields picking 
the cotton faster than a hundred hands can pick it. Here you 
see being made by the hundreds the machines that will thin the 
eotton and kill the grass with flame. The trucks loaded with 
these machines are rolling on every highway. In two years, in 
five years, every plantation will be mechanized. Almost overnight, 
the hoe and the cotton sack will become museum pieces, relics of 
s day as dead as the ox cart and the adze. Cotton has found 
out how to survive in a mechanized world. 

But what of the people the machines replace? What will 
become of them’? Where wil! they go? To the cities, of course. 
To the industrial towns. And what will they bring with them? 
One answer is pretty obvious. Plenty of cheap labor to do the 
little jobs, to cook and wash and iron and sweep and cut grass 
and run errands. Dozens will compete for a job which now none 
ean be found to fill. And superficially, to people with grass to 
eut and errands to run, that may seem good, But what else will 
they bring to the cities, where they seek refuge, that is not good? 
First, a problem of housing where housing is already short, Then 
a health problem, growing out of poor and crowded living. And 
then a crime problem, growing out of poverty and hunger and 


hopelessness. 

’ Always before, in their great escape 
They Can t Go Back migrations, they could go back. There 
was always a place on the land, a shack and some sort of a job. 
This time there will be no place to go back to. They will belong 
to the cities irrevocably. 

Their troubles will be the city’s troubles. And so far as 1 know, 
no city has yet foreseen their coming, has planned to handle 
them, has planned the new industries that can give them jobs, 
the new houses that will shelter them, the schools that will teach 
them, the hospitals that will provide them medical care. 

I suppose there’s no way to plan for it until the time comes, 
until the trouble has started, the crowding, the hunger, the sick- 
mess and the crime. Maybe then, under the pressure of necessity, 
we'll find the answer. So far, so far as 1 can see, we haven't even 


begun to look for it.

He would take no inter- 
est in arithmetic unless I convert- 
ed the problems into situations on | 
the baseball diamond.

“Dr. Crane, don’t you think that 
motivation is one of the major 
problems in good teaching? 
TEST OF GOOD TEACHERS 

Mr. Bunting has placed his diag- 


nosing finger on what is probably 
the greatest problem today in edu- 
cation. 

If the pupils aren’t interested, 
gems of wisdom may fall from the 
teacher’s lip and still be disre- 
garded. 

“But how can we make our pu- 
_ interested?” a teacher may re- 
ply. 

Interest isn’t something which 
can suddenly be created in a stu- 
dent. Potential interest is always 
there. It simply needs to be tapped 
by the proper approach. 

Chemistry and mathematics are 
very interesting if the teachers 
thereof are good psychologists and 
study their pupils until they | 
know how to s'ant their subject | 
matter. 

Mr. Bunting found that this big 
fellow in his country school was 
totally disinterested in arithmetic 
as it was conventionally taught. 

But the lad was vitally inter- 
ested when Mr. Bunting adapted 
the teaching method to the boy’s 
major field of interest. 

In our recent Army and Navy 
training courses we found that | 
the students progressed much | 
faster than in our previous col- 
lege teaching.
